Step One 

Installing Batteries in the Thunder Fox 

You will need... 

One ^ battery for the Transrritler 
Oine AA batteiy for the Ojad 
FourAA batteries for the Pick Up 



Put 9V Battery in the Transmitter 

Loosen the screw on the battery corrpartrrert co\>er wth a Phillips screwdri\>er and rerrc^e the co\>er. 
Insert one 9N/ battery and match the H-and - signs with the product 
Replace the battery cgmst and secure wth the screw 


Put AA Batteries in the Rck ur> 

Slide the ON^OFF sv\hch on the bottom right side of the Pick Up to OFF

• Loosen the screw on the battery corrpartnrertco\er and rerrD\e the CGMer. 

• InsertfoLT AA batteries and match the H-and - signs wth the product 

• Replace the battery cgmst and secure it wth the screw 

Put Batteries in the Quad 

• Use a coin to flip open the rear of the seat to re\>eal the battery corrpartment 

• Install one AA battery and match the -hand - signs wth the product 

• Replace the seat co\>er.

• Route the arterna w re's loose erd through the 
supplied plastic antenna tube. 

• IrTsertthetutesecurelyi rite the Pick Up's tube 
holder. 


Step Three 

Driving the Thunder Fox 
Driving the Rck Up 

• Snap the trailer onto the back of the Pick Up. 

• PUI backthe two slides to letthe Quad ride 
along. 

• Slide the OFF/ON switch on the bottom ri^nt 
side of the Pick Up to ON. 

• PUI the trigger on the transrritter back to dri\>e 
forward, lb dri\>e in a backward circle, push the 
trigger forward. 

• Release the trigger to stop the Pick Up. 

Note: Slide the plastic stand back on the trailer 
when driving the Thunder Fox
